befote fifteen minutes had elapsed 
Where the fire was and to what extent, It 
had spread no one knew at tlrst, but 
knowing the nature of the cargo the 
captain's wife and crew hastily removed 
their valuables.

tho barn, at the same time sending his 
hired man to one of the neighbors for 
help, and his oldest boy to another house 
on a similar errand. His wife continued 
past the barn and went to the- house of 
her husband's brother, Edward, just 
above on tho rood and aroused him 
Crosby failed to find his gun In Its usual 
place In the barn and started for a 
neighbor's whom he

This seems to be conclusive evidence 


that the outlaws, or one of thi;m, was 
thoroughly acquainted with the prem- 
ises.
